An  Old  Traditon  is  Back  at  English  High  School

The  statues  in  the  front  lobby 
of  English  High  School  are 
very  special.  The  statues 
which  were  donated  by  the  alumni 
of  English  High  School,  have  little 
by  little  come  back  to  English. 
"Flight  From  Pompeii",  the  marble 
statue,  datesback  to  1828.  The  statue 
entitled  "Honor  and  Achievement" 
was  carved  by  Daniel  Chester,  the 
sculptor  of  the  Lincoln  Memorial,  as 
well  as  the  Minutemen  and  a  John 
Hancock  statue  right  here  in  Boston. 

These  aren't  the  only  things  that 
make  these  statues  special.  They 
also  bring  back  to  English  High 
School  the  old  traditions  with  their 
engraved  mottoes,  "The  aim  of  every 
English  High  School  boy  is  to 
become  a  man  of  honor  and 
achievement."  These  statues  not 
only  represent  tradition,  but  set  the 
example  of  what  English  High 
School  stands  for. 

When  they  were  first  donated, 
they  stood  in  the  old  Montgomery 
street  building.  They  were  then 
moved  to  the  old  English  High 
building  on  Louis  Pastuer  Avenue, 
across  from  Boston  Latin,  in  1954. 
They  rested  there  until  1972  when 
they  moved  to  the  tower  building. 
From  there  they  were  moved  to  a 
warehouse  in  1989,  and  finally  were 
brought  to  the  front  lobby  of  the 
current  building. 

A  lot  of  money  has  been  put  into 
retrieving  these  statues.  An  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  bringing  these  statues 
back  to  English  High  was  thirty 
thousand  dollars,  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  of  which  was  donated  by 
The  Class  of  1934,  the  remaining 
cost  financed  by  the  city.  This  money 
was  not  only  spent  on  bringing  them 
back,  but  also  on  having  them 
cleaned  and  a  new  floor  laid  to 
support  these  very  heavy  statues. 
They  are  estimated  to  have  a  value 
of  half  a  million  dollars  a  piece. 

These  statues  are  a  great  part  of 
the  English  High  School  tradition, 
and  we  hope  they  remain  so  for 
another  hundred  years.

The  English  High  Army  JROTC 
Program  began  in  1993  with  110 
cadets  .The  mission  of  the  JROTC 
is  to  motivate  young  men  and  women 
to  be  better  citizens.  JROTC  program 
teaches  discipline,  motivation,  leader- 
ship and  communication  skills. 

The  cadets  participate  in  many  ac- 
tivities; these  include  color  guards, 
honor  guards  and  drill  team  exhibi- 
tions and  competitions. 

The  cadets  also  participate  in  com- 
munity service  and  volunteer  work  for 
the  City  of  Boston;  the  Special  Olym- 
pics, parades,  and  official  functions. 
The  highpoint  of  each  school  year  is 
the  annual  summer  camp  with  approxi- 
mately 500  cadets  from  throughout  the 
New  England  region. 


The  drill  team  consists  of  both  fe- 
males and  males  performing  in  indi- 
vidual regulation  drill,  4-person  color 
guard,  platoon  regulation  drill,  un- 
armed exhibition  drill  and  armed  exhi- 
bition drill.

There  are  two  Protech  groups  at 
The  English  High  School.  Both  start 
in  grade  eleven.  Students  are  re- 
cruited in  the  tenth  grade  for  either 
Financial  Services  or  Health  Careers. 
In  Financial  Services,  we  have  two 
business  partners:  The  John  Hancock 
Insurance  Company  and  State  Street 
Bank.  Over  twenty  students  are 
involved  with  John  Hancock  while 
State  Street  has  seven.  These  stu- 
dents have  great  part-time  jobs 
where  they  learn  about  the  indus- 
try.   The  Brigham  and  Women's 


hospital  and  Deaconess  Hospital  are 
our  Health  Careers  partners.  Twenty- 
one  students  are  at  the  Brigham  with 
nine  at  the  Deaconess.  These  students 
all  have  jobs  and  receive  continuing 
training. 

After  the  students  are  recruited  they 
are  assigned  special  classes  in  their 
junior  year.  They  also  visit  the  job  sites 
learning  about  various  departments. 
In  February  of  their  junior  year  they 
interview  and  receive  offers  to  various 
departments  where  they  are  trained 
for  positions  normally  held  by  college 


graduates.  The  program  is  quite 
rigorous  and  many  students  do  not 
continue  after  the  first  year.

Several  stud- 
ies have  been  done  on  the  program 
and  it  has  been  cited  a  dozen  or 
more  times  in  the  national  media. 
We  are  very  proud  of  the  fine  work 
our  Pro  Tech  graduates  have  done.

This  year  the  English  High  School 
became  the  first  school  in  the  country 
to  have  a  legal  resource  center.  It  is  a 
place  where  students  can  go  if  they 
have  questions  about  the  law,  want  to 
know  about  their  legal  rights,  or  just 
need  advice  about  a  legal  problem. 
Although  the  Legal  Resource  Center 
will  not  act  as  a  lawyer,  they  give  great 
advice,  and  if  necessary  connect 
students  with  lawyers  who  work  for 
free,  or  at  reduced  rates. 

The  Legal  Resource  Center  was 
founded  this  year  by  Leila  Yasine,  a 
local  lawyer.  She  wanted  to  bring  the  | 
law  to  high  school  students  and  make 
them  feel  comfortable  with  it,  so  they 
would  be  able  to  handle  their  problems 
with  the  law.  English  High  School  was 
chosen  because  it  was  close  to  her  home, 
and  Ms.  Gurrito,  another  lawyer  based 
at  English  High  School,  had  already 
written  a  proposal  that  included  some 
of  the  same  ideas  that  Ms.  Yasine  was 
thinking  about.  The  two  merged  ideas, 
and  the  Legal  Resource  Center  was 
started. 

This  year,  the  Legal  Resource  Center 
sponsored  seminars  on  domestic 
violence  and  how  to  file  police  brutality 
complaints.  Both  seminars  were 
extremely  successful  and  informative. 
They  have  also  done  presentations  at 
the  Jeremiah  E.  Burke  High  School  and 
at  the  Baron  Center.  In  the  future,  they 
hope  to  branch  out  and  bring 
knowledge  of  the  law  to  students 
throughout  the  city.

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English  High  School  Day  Care 


The  Adolescent  Parents  and  Chil 
dren  Center  (APACC)  is  a  program 
at  English  High  for  teen  mothers 
and  fathers  at  EHS.  The  day  care  was  started 
in  1988  for  children  from  ages  two  months  to 
three  years  old.  APACC  is  part  the  YMCA  so 
it  is  not  located  only  at  EHS,  they  also  have 
other  programs  like  this  one  all  over  Boston. 
The  day  care  holds  twenty-one  children.  The 
babies  are  separated  into  three  rooms  with 
seven  kids  in  each.  There  is  the  infant  room,  the 
pre-toddler  room,  and  the  toddler  room. 
APACC  not  only  provides  day  care,  they  also 
provide  parent  coaching,  teen  counseling,  sup- 
port groups,  education  about  your  child's  de- 
velopment, and  summer  employment.  This 
program  supports  teen  parents  to  graduate 
from  high  school  and  plan  what  their  future 
will  look  like. 

The  Comprehensive  School  Age  Parenting 
Program  (CSAPP)  is  a  school  based  parenting 
program.  CSAPP  is  not  affiliated  with  APACC. 
They  work  together  with  a  Family  Day  Care 
which  is  a  home  based  day  care.  CSAPP  works 
with  teen  moms,  who  do  not  have  their  chil- 
dren in  the  EHS  day  care,  to  help  them  find  a 
day  care  that  is  suitable  for  them.  They  also 
help  the  moms  by  giving  them  counseling, 
helping  them  find  a  home  if  they  need  one  or 
just  being  there  if  they  need  someone  to  talk  to. 

Both  APACC  and  CSAPP  are  very  good 
programs  for  teen  mothers.  They  help  the  moth- 
ers stay  in  school  to  get  their  education  and  also 
teach  them  how  to  take  care  of  their  children 
both  physically  and  mentally.  These  programs 
are  just  another  way  of  English  High  taking 
care  of  its  students.
